And whereas a petition has been re- 
ceived from the Council of the District 
of Port Hardy praying that the area of the 
municipality be extended to include all 
and singular those certain parcels or 
tracts of land situate, lying, and being as 
follows: 

(a) District Lot 224, Rupert District; 

and 

(b) All that foreshore and land 

covered by water in District Lots 
152 and 232, Rupert District. 
The above-described areas containing by 
admeasurement 209 acres of land, more 
or less, and 36.6 acres of foreshore and 
land covered by water, more or less: 





And whereas it appears to the Minister 
of Municipal Affairs that such an exten- 
sion to the municipal boundaries is desir- 
able and in the public interest: 


Now know ye that by these presents 
We do order and proclaim: 


1. That the area of the District of Port 
Hardy be extended bv the inclusion there- 
in of the lands hereinbefore described, 
and on, from, and after the date of these 
supplementary Letters Patent the bound- 
aries of the District of Port Hardy be 
defined as follows: Commencing at the 
northeast corner of Fractional Section 18, 
Township 5, Rupert District, being a 
point on the high-water mark on the 
northeasterly shore of Vancouver Island; 
thence southerly along the easterly bound- 
aries of said Fractional Section 18 and 
Section 7, Township 5, to the southeast 
corner of Lot | of Section 18 and part 
of Section 7, Township 5, Sections 13 
and 24 and parts of Sections 12, 14, and 
23, Township 6, as shown on Plan 19950 
on file in the Land Registry Office, Vic- 
toria; thence westerly, northerly, west- 
erly, southerly, westerly, northerly, west- 
erly, northerly, westerly, and northerly 
along the boundaries of said Lot 1, Plan 
19950, to the southerly boundary of the 
north half of said Section 14, Township 
6; thence westerly along the southerly 
boundaries of the north halves of Sec- 
tions 14 and 15 of said Township 6 to 
the southwest corner of the said north 
half of Section 15; thence northerly along 
the westerly boundary of the said north 
half of Section 15, Township 6, to the 
northwest corner thereof; thence westerly | 
and northerly along the southerly and 
westerly boundaries of Section 21 of said 
Township 6 to the northwest corner there- 
of; thence westerly along the southerly 
boundary of Section 29 of said Town- 
ship 6 to the southwest corner thereof; 
thence southerly and westerly along the

6 to the southwest corner thereof; thence 
westerly and northerly along the south- 
erly and westerly boundaries of the north- 
east quarter of Section 24, Township 9, 
to the northwest corner thereof; thence 
northerly along the westerly boundaries 
of the east halves of Sections 25 and 36 
of said Township 9 to the northwest 
corner of the southeast quarter of said 
Section 36; thence westerly along the 
southerly boundaries of the northwest 
quarter of Section 36 and the fractional 
northeast quarter of Section 35, Township 
9, to the southwest corner of the said 
northeast quarter of Section 35; thence 
northerly along the westerly boundaries 
of the northeast quarter of Section 35, 
Township 9, and the southeast quarter of 
Section 2, Township 8, to the northwest 
corner of the said southeast quarter of 
Section 2; thence easterly along the north- 
erly boundaries of the southeast quarter 
of Section 2 and the fractional south half 
of Section 1, Township 8, to the most 
easterly extremity of the said northerly 
boundary of the fractional south half of 
Section 1; thence N.45°E. a distance of 
1,000 feet; thence southeasterly in a 
straight line to a point which lies N.15° 
W. and 1,000 feet distant from the north- 
east corner of Fractional Section 31, 
Township 6; thence southeasterly in a 
straight line to the said northeast corner 
of Fractional Section 31: thence southerly 
along the easterly boundary of the said 
Fractional Section 31, Township 6, to the 
southeast corner thereof: thence easterly 
along the northerly boundaries of Sec- 
tions 29 and 28, Township 6, to the 
southwest corner of fractional southeast 
quarter of Section 33 of said Township 6; 
thence northerly and easterly along the 
westerly and northerly boundaries of the 
said fractional southeast quarter of Sec- 
tion 33, Township 6, to the northeast 
corner thereof, being a point on the high- 
water mark on the northeasterly shore of 
Vancouver Island; thence easterly in a 
straight line and in a direction perpendic- 
ular to the general direction of the said 
high-water mark at this point for a dis- 
tance of 1,000 feet; thence in a general 
southeasterly direction 1,000 feet perpen- 
dicularly distant from and parallel to the 
said high-water mark on the northeasterly 
shore of Vancouver Island to a point 
which lies 1,000 feet perpendicularly dis- 
tant northeasterly from the aforesaid 
northeast corner of Fractional Section 18 
Township 5; thence southwesterly in a 
straight line to the said northeast corner 
of Fractional Section 18, Townshi 5 
being the point o commencement, to- 
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Surement 7,535 acres of land, more or 
less, and 1,761.6 acres of foreshore and 
land covered by water, more or less. 

2. And that the area of land, foreshore, 
and land covered by water described as 
District Lots 152, 224, and 232, Rupert 
District, is designated as industrial plant 
site pursuant and subject to the pro- 
visions of subsection (3) of section 12 
of the Municipal Act with respect to 

(a) water supply and distribution sys- 

tem; 

(b) sanitary sewers and treatment 
facilities; 
storm sewers; 
garbage removal and disposal; 
fire protection; 
off-street parking facilities; 

(g) street lighting; 

(h) curbs and gutters. 

The owners of the industrial plant site 
shall provide such excluded works for 
their own use, if required by them, or 
any of them, at their own expense. 

3. And that the cost of the municipal 
functions, other than the excluded works 
and services described in paragraph 2, 
shall be deemed to be in total an amagunt 
equivalent to the tax that would otherwise 
be paid by the industrial plant site on the 
basis of its assessment of 75 per cent of 
improvements and 100 per cent on land 
times the mill rate imposed under the 
Taxation Act in such years. In addition, 
for the purposes of meeting the requisi- 
tion of the Regional District of Mount 
Waddington, the District of Port Hardy 
shall levy and raise on the same basis of 
assessment of land and improvements in 
the industrial plant site as if the said 
industrial plant site remained outside the 
municipality. 

In all cases the cost of a municipal 
function shall include all engineering, de- 
sign, legal, and administrative costs plus 
all debt charges and interest on temporary 
loans which are related to such function. 

4. And that no by-law or other regula- 
tion of the Council shall operate to re- 
strict the construction, maintenance, or 
operation of industrial plants on the lands 
designated herein as industrial plant site, 
provided, however, that any by-law of the 
Regional District of Mount Waddington 
dealing with pollution control or abate- 
ment apply. 

5. And that if any of the items referred 
to in subclauses (a) to (/), inclusive, in 
the paragraph designating the industrial 
plant site are provided for, at the expense 
of, or on behalf of the District of Port 
Hardy by a regional district or other 
similar body politic, the cost of such work 
or service shall, for the purpose of clause 
(a) of subsection (3) of section 12 of 
the Municipal Act, be deemed to include 
any requisition upon the District of Port 
Hardy by such regional district or body 
politic for such work or service, and the 
portion of cost paid by the District of 
Port Hardy shall reflect this exemption, 

6. And that, if in any year a licence 
of the nature referred to in section 440 
of the Municipal Act shall be imposed 
on any person, firm, or corporation carry- 
ing on business within the industrial plant 
site, the fee for such licence shall not 
exceed the maximum levied upon any 
other person, firm, or corporation operat 
ing outside the industrial plant site but 
within the boundaries of the District of 
Port Hardy. 

7. And that the Provincial Assessor of 
the Comox Assessment District of the 
Province shall be deemed to be the deputy 
of the Assessor of the municipality in 
respect of the said real property assess 
ment roll for the year 1972 for the

municipality for such time as the Sur- 
veyor of Taxes of the Province deems 
expedient. ; 

8. The maximum rate of taxation per- 
mitted under section 427 of the Munici- 
pal Act is excepted and shall not exceed 
$10 per annum or one-fifth of the maxi- 
num rate of taxation otherwise permitted, 
whichever is the lesser, for a period from 
the date of these supplementary Letters 
Patent until July 1980, and thereafter no 
tax may be imposed thereunder which 
exceeds one-fifth of the maximum rate of 
taxation otherwise permitted under the 
said section. 

And that the Letters Patent of the 
District of Port Hardy be deemed to be 
amended so as to conform to the premises 
as and from the date of these supplemen- 
tary Letters Patent.

And whereas, under the provisions of 
subsection (4b) of section 766 of the 
Municipal Act, the annual net cost of any 
function granted pursuant to subsection 
(4a) shall not exceed the product of one- 
half mill on the assessed value referred 
to in subsection (1) of section 782 within 
participating municipalities, and the an- 
nual net cost of all functions granted 
pursuant to subsection (4a) shall not 
exceed the product of one mill on such 
assessed values: 

Now know ye that by these presents 
We do order and proclaim that on, from, 
and after the date hereof, the following 
be added to the objects, powers, obliga- 
tions, duties, limitations, and conditions 
of the Regional District of Columbia- 
Shuswap: 

“Division IX 

“1, Only the member municipalities of 
the Town of Golden and Electoral Area 
A participate and share in the cost of the 


function of the regional district pursuant 
to this Division. 


-Ambulance Vehicles 
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“2. The regional district is empowered 
to provide ambulance vehicles and lease 
or otherwise under such terms and condi- 
tions mutually agreed upon the said vehi 
cles to the Golden District Ambulance 
Society or any other society Operating an 
ambulance service for the benefit of the 
said member municipalities. 

“3. The net annual cost pursuant to 
this Division, including any annual debt 
charges, shall be apportioned among the 
member municipalities liable to share in 
such costs on the basis of assessment as 
fixed for taxation for school purposes in 
the current year, excluding property that 
is taxable for school purposes only by 
special Act in the electoral areas, and for 
general municipal purposes in the munici- 
palities. 

“4. The debt that may be incurred by 
the regional district for the purposes of 
this Division shall not exceed in aggre- 
gate the sum of $15,000. 

“5. Until the annual budget for the 
year 1972 is adopted, the sums of money 
which may be borrowed to meet the cur- 
rent lawful expenditures of the regional 
district shall be as determined by the 
Inspector of Municipalities.”

And whereas the Lieutenant-Governor 
in Council has, by Order in Council made 
pursuant to the said Act, been pleased to 
order that the tract of land hereinafter 
described and the owners thereof be in- 
corporated into an improvement district 
under the said Act, and has made further 
provision to the tenor and effect herein- 
after appearing: 

Now know ye that by these presents 
We do hereby order and proclaim: 

1. The tract of land within Lillooet 
Land District and Kamloops Land Regis- 
tration District more particularly de- 
scribed as Lots 5 to 8, inclusive, and Lots 


20 to 27, inclusive, Block A, Plan 2047; 
Lots | to 4, inclusive, and Lots 9 to 19, 
inclusive, Block B, Plan 2047; Lots | to 
18, inclusive, Block C, Plan 2047; Block 
D, Plan 4968; together with all adjacent 
road allowances, all the aforementioned 
lands being within Lot 100, and all sub- 
divisions thereof and all owners of Jand 
therein are incorporated into an improve- 
ment district under the Water Act and 
subject to the provisions thereof and to 
the conditions hereinafter contained. 

2. The improvement district shall be 
known as “D’Arcy Waterworks District.” 

3. The objects of the improvement dis- 
trict shall be the acquisition, maintenance, 
and operation of works for waterworks’ 
purpose and all matters incidental thereto. 

4. There shall be three Trustees of the 
improvement district. 

5. The persons qualified to vote at the 
first election of Trustees shall be Cana- 
dian citizens who are 19 years of age or 
older and are entitled to be registered as 
voters under the Provincial Elections Act 
and are owners of land in the tract of 
land hereinbefore described, and the per- 
sons qualified to be candidates at the 
election shall be the persons qualified as 
aforesaid to vote, and their wives and 
husbands. 

6. Mr. Douglas Dodds, Anderson Lake 
Resort, D’Arcy, British Columbia, shall 
be Returning Officer for the first election 
of Trustees. He shall call a general 
meeting of the persons who are qualified 
as aforesaid to vote and shall, at least 
14 days before the date of the meeting, 
send to each of the said persons by ordi- 
nary first-class mail a notice signed by 
him giving the date, time, and place of 
holding the meeting. The Returning 
Officer shall be chairman of the meeting, 
and, subject to the provisions of clause 5, 
shall have power to determine whether or 
not any person who desires to vote is 
qualified to do so. He shall have power 
to determine the procedure to be followed 
at the meeting and the method of taking 
the votes. Each qualified voter shall be 
entitled to cast one vote for each of three 
candidates. The Returning Officer shall 
declare the result of the election and shall 
notify the Comptroller of Water Rights 
of the said result. 

7. The candidate elected as Trustee for 
whom the greatest number of votes is cast 
at the general meeting called pursuant to 
clause 6 hereof shall hold office until the 
annual general meeting of 1975, the can- 
didate elected for whom the second great- 
est number of votes is cast shall hold 
office until the annual general meeting of 
1974, and the candidate elected for whom 
the third greatest number of votes is cast 
shall hold office until the annual general 
meeting of 1973, but should there be 
nominated no more than three candidates 
for office of Trustee, or should any two 
or more candidates receive an equal 
number of votes, then the Returning 
Officer shall have power to and shall de- 
clare which of the candidates are elected 
and which shail hold office until the next, 
the second, and the third succeeding an- 
nual general meetings respectively. 


8. All subsequent elections of Trustees 
shall be held at the annual general meet- 
ings of the improvement district, and it 
shall be the duty of the Trustees to call 
a general meeting to be held between 
January 1 and May 1 in each year, ex- 
cept 1972, for the following purposes: 

(a) To receive from the Trustees a 

report on condition of the works 
and a statement of the financial 
condition of the improvement dis- 
trict: 
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(b) To discuss with the Trustees any 
matter relating to the works or 
finances of the improvement dis- 
trict: 

To fix the remuneration of 
Trustees for the ensuing year: 
lo elect a Trustee to succeed the 
one whose term of office expires 
coincident with the holding of 
such annual general meeting, and 
to elect a Trustee or Trustees to 
fill any other vacancy or vacancies 
that has or have occurred or is or 
are about to occur among the 
Trustees, 

To choose the auditor for the en- 
suing year. 

A special general meeting may be 
called by the Trustees at any time for the 
purpose of electing a Trustee or Trustees 
to fill amy vacancy or vacancies among 
the Trustees, or for the purpose of dis- 
cussing with the owners any matter or 
matters which in the opinion of the Trus- 
tees should be brought up at a general 
meeting. 

At least 14 days’ notice of every gen- 
eral meeting shall be given by ordinary 
first-class mail, setting out the date, time, 
and place of holding the meeting. 

The secretary shall enter in a book 
provided by the Trustees for this purpose 
minutes of all matters brought before the 
meeting and the action taken thereon. 
At any general meeting every person 
shall be qualified to vote who is a Cana- 
dian citizen and is 19 years old or older 
and is an owner of land in the improve- 
ment district, or the authorized agent of 
any board or corporation that is an owner 
of such land, or legal representative of 
any Owner of such land who has died, 
become insolvent, or insane, and is en- 
titled to be registered as a voter under 
the Provincial Elections Act. Every per- 
son qualified as aforesaid to vote, and the 
wife or husband of any such person, shall 
be qualified to be a candidate for Trustee 
of the improvement district. In the event 
of the rights of any person to vote at any 
general meeting being challenged, the 
chairman shall have authority to deter- 
mine whether or not such person is en- 
titled to vote, and the chairman may 
require such person to make and file with 
him a statutory declaration showing that 
the declarant is qualified as aforesaid to 
vote at such general meeting. Forthwith 
after the holding of a general meeting the 
Trustees shall file with the Comptroller 
of Water Rights a true copy of the min- 
utes of such meeting and copies of all 
auditor’s reports and financial statements 
presented or discussed at the meeting. 

9. All words and phrases given special 
meaning in section 2 of the Water Act 
Shall, where used herein, be ascribed the 
meaning given them in the said section 
unless the context otherwise requires.

SUPREME COURT ACT 


THE HONOURABLE the Administra- 
tor in Council has been pleased to order 
that, pursuant to the provisions of the 
Supreme Court Act, sittings of the Su- 
preme Court for the transaction of the 
business of the Courts of Assize, Nisi 
Prius, Oyer and Terminer, and General 
Gaol Delivery, be held at the Courthouse, 
commencing at I1 o’clock in the fore- 
noon in the case of criminal sittings and 
10.30 o'clock in the forenoon in the case 
of civil sittings, at the places and on the 
dates as follows:

Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 

100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 

(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 

(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 

(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 

97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House aiter the

98. (1) Any person seeking to obtain 
any Private Bill shall deposit with the 
Clerk of the House, eight clear days 
before the opening of the Session:— 

(a) A printed copy of such Bill: 

(b) A copy of the petition to be pre- 

sented to the House: 

(c) Copies of the notices published, 
with publication proved by a statu- 
tory declaration or affidavit to the 
satisfaction of the Clerk of the 
House. 

(2) At the time of depositing the Bill 
and petition the applicant shall also pay 
to the Clerk of the House the sum of 
three hundred dollars. 

(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the 
Clerk of the House at least eight clear 
days before the opening of the Session or 
if the petition has not been presented to 
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the House within the first ten days of the 
Session, the amount to be paid to the 
Clerk shall be six hundred dollars. If 
the Bill shall not pass second reading one- 
half of the fees shall be returned. 

101. Every petition signed by an agent 
or attorney in fact shall be accompanied 
by the authority of such agent or attorney 
in fact, and the petition shall not be 
deemed to be filed with the Clerk until 
this is done.

If amendments are made to any Bill 
during its progress before the Committee 
on Private Bills, or through the House, 
such Bill shall be reprinted by the pro- 
moters thereof.
